A LEASE MADE WITHOUT AUTHORITY.

In September, 1851, the Metropolitan Con-
eort Company (Wmited) leasod to Heury E. Albey and
Fdward G, Gllmore the building at Forty-fourth-st. and
PBroadway, at that time known s the Metropolitan Con-
cert Hall. ‘The loass was for twoe months from Decem-
bor 1, 1851, at az..'xo.. wmonth, with the option to the
Jossoes of n further lease for one year at 8600 & week.
They remained fn on of the bullding until Janu-
ury, 1882, when they gave up the bullding and refused
to pay further rent, olaiming that the option had not
boen exerclsed. The company sued for rent elalmed to
b dne, nmounting to about $30,000. It wis clatmed by
ex-Judge Dittenhoefer for the defendaats, that the com-
pany by the terms of its charter, 1if not nusing its ballding,
n.ust sell it, and could not lease it, and Hawilton Cole to
whom the cass wan referred. so held. An appenl was
taken an ! the General Term of the Buperior Court yos-
serday afirmed the decision.
